London, Sept. 30.— The agitation against 
tho Houbo of Lords has abated. This is 
due purtly to Mr. Gladstone's cautious atti- 
tude towards the subject; partly to tho ab- 
sence duriug tho holidays of the Liberal 
and Radical members of tho House of Com- 
mons. Tho puuao in Parliamentary aotivity 
has given tho Conservatives time to collect 
themselves and make ft show. " Of wurae, 
Homo Rule is dead forever," say tho Tory 
new spapers. " The Liberal leaders may 
rave ugainst tho Upper Houbo, but ou 
sober, second thought, they daro not 
menace its existence or eouutenanco a 
national movement to end it." Tho 
assurance with which Toiy organs, like tho 
Times and the Standard, reiterate these as- 
sertions, is not, however, well founded. 
Impending developments aro preparing 
within tho great Liberal organizations 
throughout tho country to shatter this con- 
fidence. Tho quiescence of the Liberals 
and Radicals is merely on tho surface. 
Since Mr. Gladstone mado his speech the 
Executive committee of the National Lib- 
eral Federation have received, by letter and 
word of mouth, thousands of remonstrances 
against delaying or abating the agitation 
against the peers. Virtually all tho Provin- 
cial branches of tho Federation have mado 
such remonstrances, nnd the Executive com- 
mittee, consequently, have decided to call 
a special conference to consider the question 
before the regular congress of tho organ- 
ization. Tho 

NATIONAL REFORM UNION, 
a Liberal society of great inQueneo in tho 
provinces, have anticipated this conferonce 
by arranging to make at Manchester, Liver- 
pool, Birmingham and other commercial 
centres, a series of demonstrations against 
tho Peers. The National Liberal olub in 
London, meantime, W'll remain probably in- 
active, relying on the early action of the 
Federations' executive committee. Tho 
members, however, are ready to subscribo a 
largo fund with which to facilituto the 
present movement. To this club is duo tho 
rise of tho Nutional league, whoso uvowed 
object is the abolition of the Houso of 
Lords. The initiative in forming tho league 
camo from Workingmen's Radical clubs. 
With all their enthusiasm, theBo clubs 
were almost without money to help 
them spread their ideas. They have 
now tho assurance of help from 
tho Liberal people and know that whatever 
money is needed to make tho league a strong 
factor in keeping alive the fever of tho 
working classes will not bo wanting with 
this backing. Tho leagtio now but a week 
old, gives signs of strength and practical 
activity, after tho encouragement given 
them by tho National Liberal Club. Tho 
main cause of this vitality is the genuine 
earnestness of its members. Their cam- 
paign cry is 

"AWAY WITH TIIK LORDS ! " 

Their guiding principle is that the policy 
of waiting is a mere waste of the nation's 
time and energy, and an obstruction of par- 
liamentary progress. Samuel Storey, a 
Radical Home Holer sitting for Sunderland, 
will present in tho name of tho league, us 
soon as Parliament shall re-assemble, a 
vigorous petition asking for legislation 
against tho dangers which have resulted 
fr.irr. tho continued existence of the House 
of Lords. To those behind the scenes, the 
prospect of the movement against the peers 
have been in no wuy darkened by Mr. 
Gladstone's attitude. In fact, many of 
them prophesy that, in the early future, the 
movement will ho accelerated so us to hold 
it back or mask its significance. The great 
coal strike has now assumed a political, as 
well us a sociul aspect. Tho few mino 
owners who profess a willingness to com- 
promise with the men, and do not stand 
firm on tho proposal to reduce wages 'Jo 
per cent. , u re Bolely Gladstonians. On the 
ot her hand, the Tory and moat of the Liberal- 
Unionist mine owners proclaim themselves 
ready for war to tho death. Only ono 
Libera! Unionist has tho courage to cut 
loose from his Tory colleagues. He is 
Charles Senley, M P. for the West Division 
of Nottingham, and a large owner of coal in 
three counties. Ho has given the Owners' 
Federation notice of his resignation, und on 
Monday will take back 15,000 miners to 
work at their old wages. No political 
issue has been introduced directly into the 
conflict, but none the less the miners have 
been keen to observe tho political affilia- 
tions of their friends and enemies, und will 
not bo likely to forget the Gludstoniao can- 
didates at the next general election. 

As soon as Parliament shall reassemble, 
the Government will bo asked to produce 
tho text of tho telegram by which General 
Wolseley, in 1882, was ordered to plnco tho 
Duke of Connaught and his Guards brigade 
out of danger in tho 

li ITTLH OF TEX- EL KKIIIR. 

At the time General Wolseley said in his 
official report I hut the Duke of Connaught 
led his brigade gallantly to the attack, etc. 
This statement, however, was purely diplo- 
macy, ehi< fly for the ediSottion of the Royal 
family. In fact, the Guards brigade had no 
share in bearing the brunt of tho battle. 
The rumor is that both the Duke of Gain- 
bridge, Commander-in-Chief of the army, 
and Rt. Hon. Hugh Childers, Secrotury of 
State for War in 1882, will have to take 
■Tini'.h of tho blame for having permitted the 
dispatch of tho message in question, merely 
out jf dy.'ercuco to tho Queen's maternal 
anxiety. 

Dispatches from Calcutta say that tho 
Bow of bar silver to India is duo purtly to 
the demands mado by the native mints and 
by private enterprises for tho illegal coinage 
of rupees. As soon as tho decree suspend- 
ing the frco coinage of silver was issued, the 
illegal coinage of rupees increased alarm- 
ingly and the Government has found us yet 
no moans of abating this evil. 

The police huvo suppressed tho Common- 
weal, organ of tho Anarchists in London. 
When a moderate Socialisr, sheet, tho Com- 
monweal was edited by William Morris, tho 
poot. At tho timo of tho trial nf the Wal- 
sall Anarchists it was seized and the edi- 
tors urreBtod for thoir violent attacks on 



tho polico, but eventually was allowed to 
proceed with publication. Recently it has 
surpassed its record iu virulent und incen- 
diary denunciations. Tho small group of 
English Anarchists, who aro now in closo 
sympathy with tho continental dynamiters, 
aro watched keenly by tho detectives, but, 
so far, no cvidenco connecting them with 
the Spanish or Austrian dynamite plota 
have been discovered. 

Mr. Ballu, French inspector of fine arts, 
has sent to the French artists' exhibition 
at tho World's Fair, a circular letter, in 
which he criticises adversely the action of 
the American committee on awards, 
and contenda that tho superiority of 
French national art, as shown in 
Chicago, wus universally recognized.

A Bloodless but Excited Controversy, 
Involving Numerous Orders 
and Countermands. 



World's Faik, Sept. 30.— There was a 
bloodless battle this morning on tho roof of 
the electricity building, over the hoisting of 
the Ihg of Ireland from one of tho big dug- 
staffs there. It was understood that by per- 
mission of the Council of Administration, 
tho golden harp and green colors of Ireland 
would bo hoiBted on the building on Irish 
Day, in deference to tho wishes of Chief P. 
Ikrrett, who is an Irishman. Frank D. 
Millet:, the artist, who holds tho dual posi- 
tion of director of decorations and Buperin- 
tendent of ceremonies and functions, from 
tho time that tho Irish flag in question wus 
raised, took the position that as Ireland was 
not a separate nation, recognized by the 
United States, its ilag could no bo hoisted 
on any of the departmental buildings. 
Chief Justice Ilirrctt wroto to Mr.- Millet, 
who is an Englishman, asking him to have 
the Irish II ig hoisted for the day. Mr. 
Millet refu ed, and the chief of the elec- 
tricity department appealed to the 
director-general, who passed the ap- 
peal to the Council of Administration. 
That body took precaution to communicate 
with the Royal British commissioner for the 
purpose of ascertaining if there would bj 
any object iion to tho display of that em- 
blem of nationality. Sir Iler.ry T. Wood, 
the Secretaryof the Commission, replied that 
Great Britain had no objection and would 
be pleased to see the Irish llig floating with 
tlioso of the nations. The council therefore 
granted a permit for the hoisting of the flap;. 
Early this morning, J. Allun Hornsby, the 
assistant ot. Chief Barrett, instructed two 
of his men to hoist this flag, which had been 
given for tho occasion by tho Chicago Irish- 
men. This was promptly done, but, from 
his office on tho other side of tho highway, 
Mr. Millet had watched tho act. Ho sum- 
moned "Jimmy" Hunt, Captain of the 
tho Sailor's Crew and ord» red him to 
go up and haul down tho Irish flag. Hunt 
had his orders und obeyed them. No sooner 
wus the flag taken down than Chief Bar- 
rett's man raised it again. For the second 
timo Mr. Millet gave orders to pull down 
the green flag. He encountered Chief Bar- 
rett's men on tho roof, who told him that 
he could touch the flag only at his peril, 
but when it camo to a question of physical 
force, tho electricity man did not feei like 
lighting for the Irish flag, und down it 
came again. Then Mr. Hornsby became 
itdignant and summoned tho Columbian 
guards, who olfered to eject Mr. Millet's 
man from the roof if ordared by Chief Bar- 
rett, but tho order wus not given. Mr. 
Hornsby, with Chief Barrett, hurried over 
to tho Administration building, to 
find out why Mr. Millet had ig- 
nored tho order of tho Administration, 
A conference of officials was called to settle 
the trouble, if possible, and avoid u hostile 
demonstration amcng the Irishmen when 
they paraded past tho Administration build- 
ing. .V tho conference of officials, Director 
of Works Burnham issued an order on Mr. 
Millet not to disturb the Irish 11 ig, and tho 
flag of Erin again waved over the electricity 
building at \U:'M o'clock.

Mainly on uccouut of tho ruin tho purado 
through tho grounds was a smaller part of 
the ceremony thun tho exorcises in Festival 
Hall. There was no spare room in the great 
auditorium or on tho tiers of seats buck of 
tho platfoim reserved for tho chorus. 

A more distinguished b >dy of Irish men 
und women living iu tho United States and 
the Emerald Isle, Ins never been seen in 
Chicago. Tho green banner and golden 
harp were lavishly yet uriistieally displayed 
on the platform und throughout tho hall. 
Gllroore's bund stuck a lively murch 
shortly after 2 p.m. as a preludo to 
tho entranco of tho distinguished gueatB. 
His Gru.;e Archbishop Feehan, of Cnicugo, 
led the wuy, followed by Bishop HennesBy, 
of Dubuque, la.; Chancellor Muldoon, of 
iho Chicago diocese; Tho Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, wearing the historial gold chuin and 
medal of his office; Mrs. Shanks, wife of 
the Lord Mayor, ou the arm of Mayor Car- 
ter Hairison; Arthur O'Connor, MP., 
and Florence O'Driscoll, of Ireland; Hon, 
Edward Blukc, M.P. for South Longford; 
Mrs. Peter White, of Dublin, and Rev. 
Father Ring, of Dublin. Lord Mayor 
Shanks, Muyor Harrison and Mr. Bluko 
were cheered again and again. After play- 
ing "The Star Spangled Banner," Matthew 
Brady, as president of Irish Duy, presented 
Hib Grace Archbishop Feehan to tho audi- 
ence us chairman. The Archbishop extend- 
ed a hearty welcome to the Lord Muyor of 
Dublin. 

When Hon. Edward Blake's turn came to 
address tho great gathering ho received a 
flattering endorsement of his course in leav- 
ing his Canadian home to fight for Ireland 
in tho British Parliament. Mr. Blake suid: 
"A few weeks ugo, after seven yeaiB of 
struggle on new liues, and a dtbate in Par- 
liament more severe and prolonged then 
any which huvo preceded it, you have 
seen tho People's Houso in Parliament 
puss a measure of Homo Rule, by a suffi- 
cient mu jot ity. We may expect to see it u, 
law ut no distant day." Iu conclusion Mr. 
Blake read a letter, which Mr. Gladstone 
wrote to him on tho eve of hia departure for 
America, Tho letter was read for the first 
timo in public amid great enthusiasm. It 
is as follows: 

" Downing Street, 

" Whitehall, Sept. 2. 

" My Dear Mr. Blake :— I learn with 
great pleasure that there is to be an Irish 
Day during the World's Fair at Chicago, 
nor am I less satisfied to know that you 
have undertaken to attend tho gathering on 
behalf of the Irish peopjo and their repre- 
sentatives. There could not bo a more in- 
teresting, nor, except on tho day 
of the final victory a more en- 
couraging occasion. After several yeais 
ol cloEe and sustained struggle 
through the country aJHouse of^Commona 
was neglected last year, which passed, after 
eighty-two days of debato a bill for confer- 
ring upon Ireland tho management, through 
a freely elected Parliament, of her own 
domestic affairs, and when at tho cloae of 
next week tho bill will be rejected by a 
large majority of tho House of Lords, wo 
shull know— tho people of Ireland will know 
— tho world at large will know — und even 
tho Houbo of Lords will know that this re- 
jection will mean no more harm thun a dil- 
atory vote. You are about to address 
Americans, who in all ranks and in all parts 
of their magnificent country have shown au 
nclive and almost universal sympathy with 
Ireland, and more especially Irish Ameri- 
cans, through whose energy and irresistible 
affection for Ireland has been effected the 
most remarkable oceanic migration ever 
known in tho history of tho world. You 
are in a condition to point out to them 
these two thingB : 

" First— Tho distance which has been ac- 
tually travelled over between tho physical 
misery und political depression which 
marked the early years of the country, and 
the victory recorded lust night ia immeasur- 
able. 

"Second — Tho distance between that re- 
corded victory and the final investment of 
Ireland with full self-government and con- 
trol over her domestic affairs ia aot only 
meaaureable, but short. It was unanswer- 
ably observed during our debato that 
the recent success has been brought 
ubout by ' a change of opinion, where 
opinion has been most hostile, viz , 
in the English, Scotch, Irish und Welsh 
votes. They were with ua in 1 880, but 
we stood in a minority of nearly 1"0. It 
Iiiib been a signal and favorable change in 
England that has converted this minority 
into a majority of forty-four for Home 
Rule. 

" England still exhibits her reduced 
majority, to intercept one of tho greatest 
benefits ever conferred, not only upon Ire- 
land, but upon her. In this attitude alio 
is alone among the peoplea of tho English 
speaking race. She has not yet quitted, but 
sue is quitting ua. Tho last struggle still re- 
mains, und, like tho former struggle, it will 
bo great, and it will demand the friendly 
tlfirtsofull those, wherever placed, who 
under God, have lifted this great causo out 
of the abyss and set it on au eminence, from 
which there remains but a single atep into 
the promised land. I cherish tho most 
sanguine hope that the oonduot of tho 
Irish nation, when their great! object has 
been attained, will fulfil every reasonable 
hope cherished by those who have aided 
und will convert its present enemies into 
friends.

Mrs. Hooper Hurled Under Very Singular 
Circumstances. 

Pokt Hope, Ont., Sept. ."10.— Tho excite- 
ment creatod by the mysterious death of 
Mrs. Hooper on a train, culminated in tho 
exhuming of tho body, which had been 
buried in Port Hope, and the holding of an 
inquest on the remains.

DISCONTENTED YUJIAS. 

Indian Uprising In Arlzonii-The Lenders 
Promptly Arrested and the 
Troublo Over. 

Washington, Sept. .'10.— Secretary Hoko 
Smith has received information that thore 
is trouble brewing in tho Yuma Indian re- 
servation, South-eastern California. It was 
reported yesterday that tho school building 
had been burned by tho Indiana. The 
agent has for some time past been having 
troublo with Miquel, the former chief of tho 
Vumas, who has persistently tried to pre- 
vent Indian children from attending school. 
Ho has also been guilty of repeatod acts of 
insubordination such as cutting green timber 
on tho reservation contrary to ordors and in- 
citing others to resist tho authority of the 
agent. Miquel is said to be the leader of 
the worst element on the reservation, 
and if the report that tho school 
buildings havo been burned is trtio, the 
act was undoubtedly done by him or his con- 
federates. In view of all the facts the 
agent thought that tho presence of troops 
would act as a restraining iulluenco, so he 
asked tho department to urge that a troop 
be sent from tho nearest post at once. This 
request, with the Secretary's endorsement, 
has been sent to tho \\ ar Department. Act- 
ing on the advice received the War Depart- 
ment has decided to order Brigadier-General 
Ruger, commanding the department of Cal- 
ifornia, to send a company of troops to the 
reservation. 

Yujia, Ariz., Sept. 110. —Tho leaders in the 
threatened Indian uprising havo been ar- 
rested and lodged in jail. Thero are no 
present indications of trouble. In fact it is 
tho general opinion that the further pre- 
sence of soldiers is unnecessary. 

lVlselns' Rival. 

Philadelphia, Sept. :i0. — Anew weather 
prophet has entered tho field. Ho is W. B. 
McCarthy, of No. 1709 Mastor street. His 
predictions for tho first fifteen days of Octo- 
ber are as follows : Weather will bo cool 
and frosty for tho first three days of Octo- 
ber throughout tho country. It will be 
warmer and more genial and genorally fair 
on tho 4th. We will have fair, warm wea- 
ther on tho 5th and Gth. Tho weather on 
the 7th, 8th and !)th will be cold, raw and 
unsettled. The wholo country will experi- 
ence cold and very unsettled weather on the 
9th. It will begin to improvo on the 10th, 
and there will be generally good weather.

Senate Amendments. 

Washington, Sept. 30.— -Notices of two 
important amendments to the silver pur- 
chase repcul bill were given in tho Senate 
thiB morning. One wub by Mr. Wolcott, 
Republican, of Colorado, and provided for a 
return to the States interested of tho amount 
of cotton tax collected from them during 
the war. Tho other was Mr. Perkins, Re- 
publican, of Colorado, which provides for 
the coinage of silver of American production 
at the existing ratio, the treasury to retuin 
seigniorage of 20 per cent. It also provides 
that hereafter that there shall be no gold 
coins minted of less than §10, and no bank 
notes issued for less that $5, and for a mone- 
tary commission of live experts. Tho reso- 
lution was taken up and Mr. Chandler, 
Republican, of New Haven, addressed tho 
Senate, arguing that the commission was 
unofficial and unauthorized and its doings 
were discreditably partisan.

WONDERFULLY OBTUSE. 

Tho Times wishes its readers to believe 
th it it is so intensely stupid that it cannot 
understand a few sentences of i unple Eng- 
lish. On Friday wo commtrted good 
humoredly on tho extraordinary silence of 
tho Liberal press with respect to 
a flagrant act of bribery which was 
committed during the late election 
campaign in Brandon. We confined 
our remarks to the Liberal Press aud to the 
managers of the Uraudon election. We cast 
no reflection on tho Liberal Party as s 
whole, aud we did not so much as hint tha 
the Manitoba Liberal Government was im 
plicated, either directly or indirectly, in 
this impudent attempt to bribe taxpayers 
with their own money. It was tho silence 
of tho Liberal press on the subject 
that Bttuck ua as extraordinary 
and it wua to that silence that 
we directed attention. Vet our contem 
porary utTects to believe that we intended to 
cast a reproach on tho whole Liberal Party 
It enters into a long explanation, not to 
account for the silence of tho Liberal presi 
with regard to bribery in Brandon, but to 
show that Mr. Adams, whom tho Liberals 
elected to support a Liberal Government, is 
not a Liberal, but a Conservative It seasons 
in long urticlo with the uaual amount 
of abuse of tho Tories. Now that 
our contemporary has had its fling at the 
Conservatives, it may perhaps try to tell ua 
w hy the Liberal newspapers,' one and all, 
were silent on the subject, and why it 
which lias so sensitive a nose for a bribe, 
aud which tries to show that necessary 
grants for public works of different kinds 
are intended us bribss, waa as dumb as a fiah 
about tho bribery in Brandon. 



TWO TO ONE. 



While the Promier was in Cariboo the 
Opposition papers were continually boasting 
about the severity of the handling which he 
was receiving at the hands of the redoubt 
able Mr. Kitchen, but no sooner did word 
reach Westminster that Mr. Davie was on 
his way to Clinton, than both the formidable 
Kitchen and tho moro terriblo Mr. Brown 
followed him post haate. This is a practic 
commentary on tho Opposition boasts of 
Mr. Kitchen's achievements in Carib 
But tho Premier will, no doubt, bo ablo to 
gtvoa good account of himself, in tho faco of 
tho Opposition's double-barrelled blunder- 
buss. It is juat poasiblo that both Kitchen 
and Brown, beforo they set their faces 
homeward, will wish that thoy had allowet 
the Premier to hold his meetings undis 
turbed, He is known to be ono of tho kind 
of men whom opposition stimulates, and wo 
have a notion that ho will rather enjoy tho 
prcBcnco of tho New Westminster orators at 
hie meetings. 

It appears that our Victoria contemporary 
has not yet hoard that in tho East joint 
political ntootinga have gone out of fashion. 
Tho Times, it soems, requires tobo told that 
in these days oach parly has its own meet- 
ings, and no politician of standing or charac- 
ter thinks of obtruding himself on tho meet- 
ings of his opponents. Joint meetings aro 
now and then held under special ciroum- 
stances, but when thoy are, it iB by ugroo- 
ment of tho parties coucorned. Tho Van- 
couver World was perfectly right when it 



characterized the conduct of tho two Inde- 
pendents as contrary to tho political ameni- 
ties of tho day. But tho men of tho local 
Opposition aro not very particular. If thoy 
bolievo that they can do tho Government or 
its supporters an injury, they evidently do 
not stop to think whether the means they 
ubo aro in accordance with the dictates of 
fair play or ovon of decency. Their news- 
papers particularly have adopted tho Eat- 
answill style und thoy carefully reprodtuo 
each other's rubbish. But they aro making 
a mistake. They underestimate tho intelli- 
gence of tho community. 

NEWS FROM BRAZIL, 

Tho news from Brazil cannot bo said to bo 
satisfactory from any point of view. .There 
ia not, in tho first place, much of it, und in 
next, what there ia, ia not to bo relied upon. 
Tho Government has taken possession of 
the telegraph lines, and only such informa- 
tion ia permitted to bo sent to tho outside 
world as it Btiits ita purpose to impart. This 
circumstance givea a stimulus to the imagin- 
ation of the news caterers, who must have 
the commodity they deal in, and if it does 
not come through tho oiuinury and legiti- 
mate channels, many of them have but 
little scruple in supplying it out of their own 
inventive heads 

There is very little known and very much 
unknown about the rebellion in Brazil. It 
is, for instance, known that thero is an in- 
surrection in that country, but it is not 
known what it is about. It is known that 
the navy of Brazil, or rather the greater 
part of it, is up in arms against the Govern- 
ment, but it ia not known whether or not 
there are many on shore who synvp ithiae 
with the Bailor rebela aud aro prepared to 
help them. It ia known that tliero have 
been some attempts to bombard Rio Janeiro, 
but no ono is certain what damage the bom- 
bardment baa done to tho city, or, indeed, 
whether any damage ut all hua been dune. 
Then there ia greut uncertainty us to what 
is the object of tho rebels. Some say that 
Admiral Mello wants to restore monarchy in 
tho country. Others atiirtn that all he seeks 
to do is to depoao Peixoto, tho President, 
who it is said has exceeded his power. But 
even about this very little is known. People 
who want to get reliable news from Brazil 
will, we fear, have to wait for some time. 
As it is, yesterday's nows is contrudicted by 
to-day's, aud to-morrow's will very likely 
convince the intelligent newspaper reader 
that no dependence at all is to be placed 
upon tho telegrams purporting to have been 

sent from Brazil. 

ABOUT UGANDA. 

There has been war in Uganda. The 
reader may remember that that country is 
inhabited by men of different and antagon- 
istic races and creeds. Thero are tho na- 
tive Catholics and Protestants, who bitterly 
hate each other and who aro ready to fly ut 
each other's throats if thoy arc permitted to 
do so, on the slightest provocation. Then 
thero are tho native pagan population, who 
aro not eoey to manage. Added to these 
are tho Arabs, who are a superior race to 
the natives and who aro partially civilized. 
They aro the traders of the country, pro- 
fess tho Mahommedan religion, aud are 
fierce and warlike. Though greatly in 
ferior in numbers to tho natives, they are, 
on account of their intellectual superiority, 
more than a match for them. Besides these 
there is a British force, composed of ne- 
groes from the Coast and Soudanese who be 
longed to Emin Buy's colony, all under the 
command of Captain Macdonald. 

Immediately after tho departure for the 
Coast of Sir Gerald Portal, tho British Com' 
miaaioner, tho Araba revolted. Tho situa- 
tion was critical and tho danger great. 
Messengers were immediately Bent to in- 
form Sir Gerald Portal of the changed state 
of affairs. But Capt. Macdonald did not 
wait for his return. He opposed tho revolt- 
ing Mahommedans with all the force he could 
muster. Happily the native Protestants and 
Catholics forgot their quarrels when danger 
threatened, and united heartily to faco tho 
common enemy. Tho Soudanese, of whose 
fidelity there had been some doubt, were 
true to their allegiance, und Btoutly opposed 
their brother Mahommedans. The combined 
force, under the command of Captain Mac 
donald, deteated the Arabs, and peace wao 
restored. Word was sent to Sir Gerald 
Portal that ho waa not needed, and he pro 
ceeded on his journey to the Coast, taking 
with him as prisoners Selim Bey and Mba^o, 
chief of tho Mahommedans, Peace, there- 
fore, reigns— or did reign when last heard 
from — in Uganda. Thero is not likely to bo 
an insurrection there again in tho near fu 
ture, for tho British Governor is in a posi 
tion easily to quell any disturbance that 
may bo made. Captain Macdonald hat 
proved himself to be a vigorous administra 
t ir, who knows what to do iu an emergency 
It is to bo hoped that the peace between the 
converts to diffjreut forma of Christianity 
will last, and that they will continuo to 
dwell together in unity. 

Tbo most aud the best that can be done in 
that distant country, for some time to come, 
will bo to mako tho British protectorate ef 
feotivo. If tho peopio aro kept from cutting 
each others throats, and if thooo who aro in 
dustriouely inclined will bo ablo to cultivate 
tho ground in peaco and enjoy the fruits of 
their labor, a good work will be done. Until 
a railroad is built to Like Nyanza no groat 
progress oan bo made in civilizing tho peo- 
pio and there Can bo no commercial inter- 
course with thorn. A country which can only 
bo rouched by men travelling on foot, und 
that ufter a weary journey of thrco mouths, 
cannot he regarded from a commercial point 
of view as a very valuable acquisition.

Decorations That Aro Worthy of Ad 
miration— St. Andrew's Church 
Pastorate. 



HASTE and beautiful 
are tho decoratiora in 
many of tho churches 
of Victoria, where 
hymns of thanksgiving 
will to-day ascend to 
the Givor of a bounti- 
ful harvest. Tho fes- 
tival of the first fruits, 
ancient in its origin, 
becomes, as tho years go by, more generally 
observed by ull denominations, and certain 
it is that never before has it been so widely 
honored in Victoria as it has been und it to 
bo thiB present autumn. To-day there will 
be harvest festival services is no fewer than 
four of the Victoria churches, which have 
been appropriately adorned, and where 
special music will bo sung and special ser- 
mons preached, all having reforeucu to the 
ingathering of the harvest. 

St. Johns church, the protty little edilico 
at tho corner of Douglas atreet and Fisgard, 
may be mentioned firat, for the ladiea of 
this congregation are second to none iu the 
elegance of their decorations on such occa- 
sions. This year they have labored longer 
und harder than usual, und tho result is a 
picture to feast the eyes of an artist. Grain 
iu the sheaf has been adroitly utilized, and 
a chancel screen in golden wheat and barley 
is a conspicuous feature of the adornment of 
the edifice. The supporting pillars of the 
chancel screen rise from mounds of rich 
lined flowers and autumn leaves, aud hold 
aloft un airy lattice work of gleaming grain, 
while similar decorations of harmonious 
design are seeu at cither sicl-j of the altar 
and on tho choir rails. The pulpit and 
reading desk arc turned with flowers and 
glistening fruits ; the windows are wreathed 
wit h grain, tho centrepieces forming p> ra- 
mida of Mowers and fruits ; while the font is 
a picture in itself, the base a muss of criin- 
aon und orango autumn leaves, tho shaft 
gracefully entwined with grain, and the 
basin the centre of a great bouquet of grapes 
nd foliage and flowers. The decorations 
aro not over done, and all aro chaste and in 
harmony, as the large congregations who fill 
tho chin eh to-day will unanimously admit. 

No aptcial musical service is announced 
for the morning, but in tho evening Marks' 
service in 1! fiat will bo given, tho anthem 
being Stainer's " Ye shall dwell in tho 
land." Three organ solos will bo played 
luring tho service by Mr. Bridgman, the 
organist of tho church, tho voluntary "Alle- 
gretto" in B minor by Alex. Uuiltnant ; tho 
Fantasia" by Bunnott, and the "Grand 
Offertoiro" in F major by Ba'iite. 

In Cliriat church cathedral tho decora- 
tions which contributed in a great measure 
to tho success of last Thursday evening's 
Harvest Festival atill remain in place, and 
to clay's music will be a repetition of Thurs- 
y's programme. In tho morning Kotch- 
man's To Deum will bo Bung, with tenor 
solos by Mr. Aspland and Mr. Russell, and 
bass solo by Mr. Kent, tho anthem also 
being appropriate.

MADRID, Sopt. DO. — General Campos is 
not yet considered out of danger. The 
urrcat of Senator Prieto, editor of El 
Ideal, an advanced Republican paper in 
Madrid, and formerly un offioerin the Span- 
ish urmy, who ia charged with complicity in 
tho attempt to blow up the house of ex 
Minister Ounovas del Cuatillo in September 
last, caused a sensation hero as well as in 
Madrid, where he resided. 

VIENNA, Sept. HO — The excitement over 
tho dnoovery of ihe Auurclnst plot ia atill 
ut fovor heat. Four Anarchist workmen 
wcro arrested yesterday, and more arrests 
aro hourly expected. A lurgo number of 
those known to be connected with Anar- 
chistic socioties have hastily loft the city. 
All public builoings aro carefully guarded 
by the police. This precaution will bo con- 
tinued as long as Parliament is in seBsiou. 
The police are in possession of facts of the 
greatest interest to tho police of several 
European capitals, ua well aa Chicago and 
New York. Thoy decline to divulge tho 
particulara, but it is known they have 
established beyond a doubt connection be- 
tween the Austrian plotters and the Anar- 
chists of Chicago anil Now York. 

WaSIIIKOTON, Sep'. HO. —When bIiowii 
tho cablegram from Vienna regarding the 
Anarchist plots, a Chicago oliicial, now in 
this city, said it was well known to tho 
Chicago secret Bervice police -that tho An- 
archist a of Vienna, Pal is und London were 
in constant cummunic , tiou with those in 
New York, lie dt dun-da plot similar to 
that iu Vienna was unearthed In Chicago by 
i he police u year and u half ugo, but no- 
thing was said about it for f, ur of creating 
a soare uud injuring the World's Fair. Tue 
"Reds" were arranging to blow up the 
oi'y ball and several buildings in cnurso if 
construction at the World's Fair grounds 
Superintendent of Police McClaughey by 
vigorous action nipped it in the bud. 

Detectives attended a number of anarchist 
meetings in Cluybourne avenue and West 
Lake street. At the latter a wcitnun fuuatic 
volunteered to entor the 'council chambir 
when the city council was in cession and ex- 
plode a bomb among them. She said sho 
was williug to sacrifice her own life for the 
good of tho cause. At tho Cluybourne 
avenuo meeting orrangemenls were being 
made to blow up the World'a Fair buildings. 
Superintendent McClaughey had a number 
of tho leudera brought to hia ollice. He 
told them if any dynamite was thrown he 
would pay little attention to fanatical un- 
derlings, but would arrest every leader and 
agitator, and they would take part in 
tho biggest hanging that ever occurred 
in Chicago. This pluin talk bad the 
desired eiTeot and tho " Reds " became 
less active. In tho information gatheied 
then w ero letters from anarchists of Paris, 
which led to the discovery that the bombs 
used by Ruvachol in the Ruo Clichy, Paris, 
explosion were furnished by Chicago anar- 
chists. M -j McClaughey opened commu- 
nication wi h tho prefect of police of Paris, 
Superintendent of Police Byrnes, of New 
York, and Scotland Yard, London, with tho 
result of a compact that each ahould keep 
1 he o' hers posted aa to tho movements of 
the "Reds" in their respectivo cities, when- 
ever one went from ono to another. Through 
thia oompaot Msj. McClaughey wa8 ndtitied 
of the fact that Prince Krapotkin, the Rus- 
sian anarchist residing in Lmidou, had ur- 
ranged to como to Chicago, and waa enabled 
to prevent it. The anarchists threatened 
to blow up tho residence of Hempstead 
Washburne, then Mayor, und he hud detec- 
tives concealed about his houso for months.

We have changed our meal place from 
Beloit, Wis., one of the northern sub- 
urbs of Chicago, and now feed at a pri- 
vate house not far from tho grounds.

More Money to be Raised to Complete 
the Work -tiene rn 1 Business 
Transacted. 



A combined meeting of tho directors and 
lady managers of the British Columbia Pro- 
testant Orphans Home was held yesterday 
afternoon at the new building on Hillside 
aveuue. This was the first occasion on 
which tho new Home was used, and possibly 
this fact, in addition to tho largo amount of 
important business to bo dealt with, caused 
keen interest in tho meeting, as was shown 
by nearly every member being present. Tho 
President, Mr. F. H. Worlock, presided, the 
others in attendance being Messrs. Jas. 
Hutcheson, treasurer; Mr. Charles Hay- 
ward, secretary ; Be, Rev. Bishop Cridge, 
Rov. Dr. Campbell, Rev. Solomon Cleuvor, 
Messrs. 1'. R. Brown, Noah Shakespeare 
and Henry Jewell, Mrs. Cridge, Mrs. Sirgi- 
son, Mr». ICirle, Mrs. Williams, Mrs. Kent, 
Mrs. Gillespie, Mrs. Hayward, Mrs. Hutclie- 
non and Mrs. Adams. 

The meeting was opened with prayer by 
tho Bishop. After routine business, tho 
question of more assistance in tho manage- 
ment of I he new Homo was taken up, and 
it was decided to advertise for the necessary 
help. 

After some discussion it was next decided 
to ask the Ladies' committee to report »t as 
early a date as possible upon the require- 
ments in the way of furnishing?, etc , for 
tho new buildings, so that the Board may 
know what they may have to provide. 

The offer of the Albion Iron Works Co. 
to put a range in the building was accepted. 
Several applications for tho admission of 
children to the Homo were considered and 
referred to tho reception committee, with 
power to act. 

Tho honorary treasurer reported that 
about $8,000 would be required to complete 
the payments on the new building and to 
purchase the necessary furnishings. After 
discussion it was decided to authorize the 
officers tq negotiate a loan for this amount. 

The offer of Rev. D. A. MacRao to provide 
an entertainment in aid of the funds of the 
Home was accepted with thanks, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to make the necessary 
arrangements. Tho members named on 
this committee wero Mrs. Adams, Mrs. 
Kent, Mrs Hutcheson and Mrs. Williams. 

Rt. Rev. Bishop Cridge moved, seconded 
by Rev. Dr. Campbell, a vote of thanks to 
the members of tho Building committee, 
who have had in hand the carrying out of the 
details of construction in connection with 
the now Home. Both tho mover and sec- 
onder ipoke in words of warm praise of the 
untiring exertions of the committee, who 
had done ao much work, and now had the 
pleasure of seeing tho results of it. Tlio re- 
solution was unanimously carried. 

The directors feel confident that the now 
Homo will be taken possession of by No- 
vember 1. They will then have aniplo ac- 
commodation for some years to come, and 
will ho in a much better position than over 
before to carry on tho good work of caring 
for the fatherless and tho orphan.

CREATIONS FOR FANNY DAVENPORT 
AND LILLIAN RUSSELL. 



Two Artists Who Know What to Wear. 
Tim Collet Is Now tlio Fashionable Fud. 
Simple liulcs For Making Three or Four 
Kinds of Their New Trimming.

Tho collet Is now the fashionable fad 
|u tho way of trimming of ordinary 
dresses, and it is also designed for tho 
purpose- of affording something that is 
next to nothing to wear around the neck 
and shoulders. Thero ore many varie- 
ties, some of them more remarkable than 
beautiful and others so pretty and so 
stylish that one forgets what collets are. 
They are really only make believes, but 
as they arc so charming lot us admire 
them and get ono if wo can, eacli of us. 
If wo cannot buy ono already made, per- 
haps we can make ono ourselves. Wo can 
if wo know how and are willing to try. 

Let mo tell you all how to make threo 
or four styles. Ono — and perhaps two— 
of the most striking of them all has a rip- 
ple cape in tho back and comes down to 
a deep point in front. This was made of 
corded black silk, and had no ornament 
save a Brandeburg to fasten it. The 
points are cut on tho straight and the 
rest in a semicircle, and this is joined 
by a seam in tho back. It is lined with 
taffeta in a bright or opalescent color. 
Tho edge at tho top is simply turned in 
and hemmed, and as it meets half way 
down the bust it seems to give a V 
shaped effect to tho waist of the gown. 
Tho outside and linings are cut just 
alike and t lie edges stitched. The seam 
is then turned where tho neck part is 
hemmed, tho edges are slightly pressed 
with a not very warm iron and tho 
fastenings sewn on. It need not take 
over an hour's work, and tho style is 
very good. 

Another collet is arranged in two 
plaited ruffles, ono deeper than tin) other, 
and tho ends pointed and reaching tho 
waist, where they hang naturally cross- 
ed. This need not bo lined if mado of 
middling thick goods, and the edges are 
bound with ribbon of as bapely contrast- 
ing shade. Cashmere, black or dark 
brown, with green ribbon is very pretty. 
Of course it is understood that tho green 
is to bo of a soft and artistic shade, 
though, to bo sure, almost all shndes are 
■used now. But we are supposing that 
the lady is a woman of genuino taste. 
Tho collar is lined with silk, tho color of 
the ribbon and box plaited so that it 
stands up as a pierrot ruffle. 

Another very ornato collet has 18 pieces 
of black silk cut in shapes something 
like a baseball bat. Tho two front ones

are tho longest, and tho others graduate 
in length. Each is finished separately, 
and then they aro tackod together from 
tho under sido and flared a very little 
at the neck, so that tho collar may bo 
formed with scallops at tho top. The 
different pieces aro all rounded, top and 
bottom, and lined with thin silk and in- 
terlined with crinoline to give them shape. 
Each ono of these pieces is beaded with 
a fow fine jet beads set on irregularly, 
and on tho shouldors, whero tho scallops 
aro but 9 inches long, thero is a black 
laco frill, which sets up high, so as to 
givo placo to sleeve. The front scallops 
aro 14 inches long, and to the four center 
front ones aro four rich tassels of jet, 
with fancy headings. This is a very 
rich little collet and can bo made of 
black or dark colored velvet, and it would 
bo handy for ladies who wear low even- 
ing dresses to slip on to protect the chest 
when going out of warm rooms. It 
could also be worn over a house dress in 
cool weather indoors, and whenever it is 
worn it will give a dressy effect to a 
plain gown. 

Many of tho collets are more in tho 
form of raffles and doublo ruffles than 
anything. One pretty ono is of corinth 
red silk and is cut on the straight, the 
lower ruffle being 10 inches from tho 
neck lino and the upper two inches 
shorter. At (lie top thero is a triple box 
plaited ruffle of tho samo that makes a 
becoming frill about tho neck. With 
two loops and ends of grosgraiu ribbon 
this is a very dainty collet for a young 
lady. Black silk, satin or velvet would 
bo oven handsomer than red, which is 
rathor too voyanto to bo in tho best 
taste. 

I have noticed among the early fall 
goods some that aro called painted silks. 
Tho silk is generally pongeo in dark or 
light shades or black, trith little clusters 
of dots of a highly contrasting color 
apparently stenciled upon them. A black 
pongoo had emerald green dots, threo in 
a cluster, and another had scarlet dots 
of seven— ono in tho center a littlo larger 
than tho others, and tho six around it. 
It may be that this is a clover dovico of 
printed silk, but it looks like painted 
silk. 

I saw a gown that was being mado for 
Fanny Davenport, and thoro were masses 
of white oamollias and their green foliage 
painted on- tho rich grosgrain. Painted 
flowers of quite largo sizo were also seen 
on a palo lilac silk, the flowers being 
white lilacs and palo pink azaleas. The 
fiilk seems to take tho paint without 



showing any oily margin, and if paint- 
ing becomes a real fashion instead of 
being something that is only seen on tho 
gowns of tho favored fow it will open 
the door to groat possibilities and also 
tho door of hopo for tho young artist 
whoso forto lies in painting flowers. 

Lillian Russell has a new palo bluo 
satin gown for homo, and on this is 
painted a bewildering maze of tall grass- 
es, from which peep scarlet poppies. Tho 
different greens in tho grasses and tho 
loaves of tho poppies aro most artistically 
treated, and tho flowers look as if they 
grow there. Tho painted pattern ox- 
tends all around tho skirt. Tho sleoves 
aro puiro, which fall back, leaving tho 
round whito arms exposed, except for 
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FOIi EARLY FALL. 

an undersleeve of spangled blue tulle. 
A wido scarf of that is tied across the 
bust and fails to the feet. With this are 
a tiny tea cap. a bunch of spangled tulle 
as big as an ordinary rosette, and on top 
of it one of open poppy and one half open 
bud. This contrasts well with tho abun- 
dant tresses of tho fair singer. 

And hero let mo say that this hair all 
belongs on that lady's head. Many per- 
sons assert that she wears a wig, but it 
is not SO. All the daughters in the 
Leonard family have magnificent hair. 
Lillian Russell's real name was Helen 
Leonard until she married Braham, and 
later Solomon. She knows how to dress 
well and does it. So, though she makes 
no pretense to lead the fashion, it shows 
that painted silks will certainly find 
favor with those who can paint and 
thoso who can afford to pay an artist. 

Some of tho new plaids are frightful, 
tho pattern is so large and striking, but 
others again are very handsome. I saw 
ono that was very ladylike, and at the 
same time it was in tho height of style. 
It was of gray twilled cheviot, with bias 
diamond shaped plaids formed by white 
lines, threo ono way and two tho other. 
Thero was something very refined and 
dolicato about this plaid. It is a pity 
nil aro not as neat and refined. The 
dress of which it was mado was cut sur- 
plico waist over a V of white laco over 
palo bluo silk. Tho sleeves were in soft 
doublo puff, tho forearm pieco being 
also of plaid. The bottom of tho skirt 
was perfectly plain, save for threo lines 
of whito castlo braid. 

Tho hat to go with this dress was of 
lustrous gray straw, turned up to tri- 
corno, with three turquoise velvet ro- 
settes and two fancy plumes of gray 
chicken feathers. The saw tooth straws, 
I think, will bo worn quite far into tho 
autumn. They did not mako their ap- 
pearance until summer was well ad- 
vanced, and they became so popular at 
onco that tho fancy for them will be long 
dying out. .Some are trimmed quite 
plainly, and others have perfect night- 
mares of feathers upon them.

GERMAN GOSSIP. 



Interest in the Elections Brightening: 
-Tho Socialists Will Abstain 
From the Contest. 



AUCTION SALKS, 



Questions at Issue— Rector Ahlewardt 
Undergoing: Sentence— flis In- 
fluence Increasing'. 



Berlin, Sept. 30.— Interest in the Prus- 
sian elections is heightening in proportion 
as tho great party groups developo their 
concern in tho results. Tho direct election 
system that prevails in Prussia, with class 
representation, has ulnuys tended in tho 
diiection of populur indifference towards 
the elections. This year, however, there 
is soir.o reflex action, caused by 
thu agitation uceompanying tho Reichstag 
elections, and this livens up party apirit. 
Both factions of the Freisinnese party, the 
National Liberals, Centrists and Conserva- 
tives alike, intend to tako part in the fray. 
The Socialist leaders differ as to the policy 
to be followed by that party. Horr Singer 
advises tho Socialists to abstain from voting, 
arguing that, as the indirect elections 
paralysed tho popular will, the 
Socialists can do nothing except through 
political combinations, which the party 
ought to despise. Under the influence of 
Heir Singer, a majority of the Socialist 
committee has advised tho party to hold 
aloof from the elections. An influential 
minority insists, however, that tho party 
Bhould tako purt in the elections, und 
doubtless a number of Socialists will re- 
spond to thia odvice. Tho election will 
largely turn on finnncial, taxation and 
cducutional questions. 

Rector Ahlewardt, tho Jew baiter, and 
member of tho Reichstag is about to bogin 
in tho Pleotzensu prison, tho aervico of tho 
sentence imposed upon him for libelling 
Leoew&Co., the Hebrew liflo manufac- 
turers. Ahlewardt appealed from tho sen- 
tence, but the court of oppeul confirmed the 
judgment of tho lower court. Tho 
Reichstag will not resume its sessions be- 
fore November 22. When the Houbo openB 
the voioo of Ahlewardt will again bs heard 
louder and more powerful than over. Dia- 
graco and social disrepute do not affect 
Ahlewardt'a influence. At a recent con- 
gress of North German Anti-Semites, his 
programme found unanimous acceptance. 
Among tho proposuls they submitted and 
accepted waa tho uluurd ono of forbidding 
Hi brews to have German servants. 

According to dispatches received hero 
from Stockholm, the Emperor William is 
now hunting elks in the Hunnsberg. The 
linperiul party has already shot 40 animals. 
Hon. W. W. Thomas, the American Minis- 
ter to Sweden and Norway, ia taking part 
in the chase with the Emperor. Klks are 
now found only in a limited area in Sweden. 
Many of tho animals havo been driven 
within tho royal reserves, whero they fall 
un easy prey to the Imperial party. 

TORONTO TOPICS. 

Sir Oliver Mowat— Assessment of the City- 
Sudden Death. 

TORONTO, Sept. 30. -(Special). — Sir Oli- 
ver Mowat has been advised to take a fort- 
night's complete rest, and has left homo for 
a sanitarium in New York State, where ho 
will recuperate. 

The city assessment figures for this year 
show an increaso in tho assessment of a mil- 
lion and a half dollars, being a decrease in 
the proportion of 'J.">17 as compared with 
last year's figures. 

Thomas H. Homo, machinist, of Buxton, 
iusured his life on September G for §1,000. 
On Thursday afternoon ho died after a fow 
hours' illness under circumstances indi- 
cating poison. Tho inquest is in progress. 
The post mortem indicates poison. The 
stomach is to be analyzed.
